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Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  you  with  my  Report  for  1897,  and  am  pleased  to  say  that 
the  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  good.  There  has  been  no  epidemic 
amongst  the  children,  and  consequently  no  Schools  have  been  compulsorily  closed 
during  the  year.  It  will  be  seen  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  Death  Rate,  this 
was  entirely  owing  to  the  widespread  epidemic  of  Influenza,  during  the  months  of 
October,  November  and  December,  which  especially  increased  the  mortality  among 
elderly  people  ;  no  fewer  than  41  deaths,  out  of  the  total  of  98,  occurred  in  persons 
over  65  years  of  age. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  endeavour  to 
provide  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  District,  unfortunately  no  result  whatever  was 
attained,  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Government  Board  being  so  stringent  and 
expensive  as  to  hinder  the  project  entirely  for  the  present. 

Jjirths  and  2)eafhs. 

The  total  number  of  Births  in  the  District  wTas  176.  The  total  number  of 
Deaths  was  98 — 49  males  and  49  females — 41  of  this  number  being  over  65  years 
of  age. 

The  Birth  rate  per  thousand  was  2 5 ’80. 

The  Death  rate  per  thousand  was  14’36. 

Scarlet  fever. 

Nineteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  the  District,  all  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year  ;  prompt  measures  for  isolation  and  disinfection  were  taken,  and  there 
was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease.  The  origin  was  traced  in  almost  every  case  to 
Leicester,  where  there  was  a  widespread  epidemic  at  the  time. 

Jyphoid  fever. 

Two  cases  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year.  The  source  of  the  disease 
was  not  traced — one  unfortunately  had  a  fatal  termination,  this  being  the  only  death  in 
the  District  from  Notifiable  Diseases. 

Vaccination. 

As  Vaccination  continues  to  be  almost  entirely  neglected  in  the  District, 
and  there  is  no  Isolation  Hospital,  it  would  be  a  great  satisfaction  to  me  to  receive 
some  definite  instructions  as  to  the  immediate  steps  I  might  take  for  isolation  should 
a  case  of  Small-pox  arise.
